1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 8-34 
are allowed because, the prior art of record specifically Leuenberger (US 6,100,989) 
and Brecher et al. (US 5,544,256) individually or together do not teach a method of fault 
detecting from a piece of fabric and sorting the data associated with the detected faults 
in accordance with at least two parameters, wherein at least one of the parameters 
pertains to the size of the detected faults and further represer)ting the sorted data 
associated with the plurality of detected faults in an image having at least two 
dimensions, wherein one of said dimensions corresponds to said one of said two 
parameters of claim 18 combined with other features and elements of the claim, and 
sorting of the data of detected faults in accordance with two parameters, wherein at 
least one the parameter pertains to intensity the detected fault and representing the 
sorted data in an image having two dimensions, wherein one of the dimensions 
corresponds to the one of tlie parameters of claim 31 combined with detecting of the 
faults from a fabric piece of the claim.
